HARRY BELOCK was Interviewed on June 13, 

1951 by SAS LEO H. FRUTKIN and REX I. SHRODER. He was 
interviewed in the offices of the Bslock Instrument 
Corporation, 111-01 l!*th Avenue, College Point, Long Island. 
BELOCK stated that sometime during 1950 he resigned his 
position with the Reeves Corporation. He offered his 
resignation because of his inability to get along with other 
Reeves officials. 
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With regard to M/J£ ELIT CHErTV 21 ' 0 ^ stated f 
that lie first met him while on business for ‘Beeves at the 
Bureau of Ordnance In Washington, £*C. ELITCHER impressed 
BELOCK as being intelligent and industrious and BELOCK 
told him that he could have a job at Reeves whenever he 
wanted it. BELOCK recalled that while ELITCHER was working 
in New York on behalf of the Navy, he visited BELOCK at 
Reeves and asked him for a job. BELOCK said that he 
accepted him and that later during 194-6 he met ELITCHER 
at a pier in New York City. BELOCK explained that he had 
just returned from Europe and that ELITCHER was engaged 
on a job aboard the USS Mississippi which was docked at an 
adjoining pier.
